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Foreword 


Canadian import data, showing the value of hundreds of products 
absorbed into the Canadian economy from other countries, is 
published annually by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
External Trade Division. Statistics in this booklet have been 
taken from that source and cover the period 1961 through 

1963. In addition, imports through provincial ports of entry 

have been included for the first time. Imports through 

Quebec ports of entry are shown because a majority of 

some imports for delivery to Ontario are entered through Montreal. 
These provincial statistics must be used with extreme caution. 


Import statistics are of value because they point out 
to manufacturers the additional volume of sales that could 
be garnered by entering the part of the market now serviced - 
by imported products. In some cases the volume of imports may 
suggest the opportunity for the establishment of new industries 
or new plants, not only by Canadians, but also by business- 
men of other countries. 


In 1963 Canada imported $6.6 billion worth of mer- 
chandise of which 75 per cent was fully fabricated. In 1959 
about 78 per cent of Canadian imports was fully fabricated. 
This percentage decreased in 1960 to 77 per cent and held at 
this level until 1963 when it dropped at the expense of 
partially. manufactured goods which rose an equivalent amount 
of 2%. The value of fully manufactured imports is high and 
represents an established domestic industrial opportunity 
not relying entirely on other growth factors. Canadian 
manufacturers, for a variety of reasons, cannot hope to 
fabricate all of the products which are imported into 
this country but many opportunities may be suggested by 
this booklet. 


To assist Canadian manufacturers, as well as the 
manufacturers of other nations, in making a full assessment of 
the Canadian market potential, the Trade and Industry Branch 
of the Ontario Department of Economics and Development 
provides a free advisory service to any firm interested 
in. acquiring new product lines, opening a branch plant or 
working out a manufacturing agreement.
